not sliding scale parity. If a 
farmer back in the old days 
could buy a shirt with a bushel 
of wheat, he ought to be able to 
come to town and buy a shirt 
with a bushel of wheat today— 
that's parity,” he said 

Then he declared. "The most 
vicious philosophy I ever heard 
wa- given by one person who 
said he represented farmers be¬ 
fore a Congressional committee 
two weeks ago. He said the I 
spokesman told the committee,

VANCE FORK ROAD 
NOW CONSTRUCTED 


Tne Licking River Limestone 
Company completed wor'; this 
Wednesday on construction of the 
Vance Fork highway, a distance 
of 1.58 miles. Construction w«s 
started March 9 The sector was 
graded, drained and surfaced 
jv'rh traffic bound limestone. 

The sector started at Lewis 
Station on Ky.-191 up Caney and 
connected on the Vane' Fork 
end of the Vance Fork road 
which was built in 1951 by the 
same company. The first sector 
was 1:52 miles and started at the 
White Oak-Caney highway Dis¬ 
tance over the new road from 
Lewis Staiion on Kv 191 to White 
Oak on US 460 is 4 miles as com¬ 
pared to 7.2 miles from Ky 191 
at Caney to White Oak. 

Raymond Gose. resident engi¬ 
neer here, said that work is well 
underway on the White Oak road 
wnich begins at US 460 two miles 
southeast of White Oak and ex¬ 
tends to the Magoffin line where 
it is to connect to a Magoffin 
county highway a mile north of 
Harper. The White Oak road is 
being constructed also by Lick¬ 
ing River Limestone Co and 
consists of grade, drain and lime¬ 
stone surfacing. 

Both highways will open up a 
fine farming section, and people 
living along the e highways- -re

A sheep meeting was held for 
Morgan and Wolfe county sheep¬ 
men on the farm of Albert Cecil 
of Hazel Green Friday, May 6. 

Morgan County Agent Carl W 
Sinclair had charge Of the meet¬ 
ing and introduced Richard C. 
Miller. University of Kentucky 
Extension sheep specialist. 

Mr. Miller told the group tha f 
they could expect about a $30 
income per ewe per year. He 
said that six ewes were equal to 
one cow or one animal unit. 

Miller said that California ewe 
lambs or short yearlings would 
ae available only during the 
aext week or 10 days. Morgan 
county is going to try to get 
enough orders for a carload of 
230 ewes. John Cundiff of Sa¬ 
lem has an order for 30 and Ha¬ 
ger Ray, Salem, ha.- an order for 
15. These lambs can be bred this 
fall to lamb next spring. They 
are of the desirable blackface 
type and will be good for seven 
or eight years or more 

Anyone wanting to order these 
lambs must order during the 
next week. A $20 reposit must 
be placed for each ewe lamb and 
'no D. Stacy will serve as treas¬ 
urer for this shesp fund. Con¬ 
tact the county agent’s office 
\v ithin the next week for an or¬ 
der' for these excellent breeding 
ewes at cost. 

According to Sinclair, 25 West¬ 
ern ewes can have about the re¬ 
turn as one acre of tebaero. 

Jasper Jones of Adcle has 39 
lambs from 23 ewes or 1.6 lambs 
per ewe. He will probably shear 
around 10 pounds of wool per 
ewe. 

The U. S. Government through 
the ASC office has an excellent 
incentive price on wool that will 
run four years, according to Mr. 
Miller. The woo! brings an in¬ 
come in May a^o tamos bring 
an income during May and June 
when there is no ether income 
on the farm. 

Morgan county should be one 
of the great sheep count.es in 
Kentucky. Our farms have the 
tobacco barns, pasture and hay. 
It is po'sio e to borrow money 
to begi,-. sheep production if the 
facilities are available. The out¬ 
look frr wool and lamb prices is 
brght.

Where the fi¬ 
gure was less than 50 percent, 
the church was classified as hav¬ 
ing poor land conditions. 

Mr. Coale personally interview¬ 
ed representatives of each of the 
155 churches to obtain financial 
data from the church records. 

It so happened that the two 
groups were fairly well divided, 
with 73 churches in the good- 
land group and 82 in the poor. 

A striking difference was in the 
amount of per-capita contribu¬ 
tions—members of the good-land 
churches contributed $22.05 com¬ 
pared with $15.34 for the poor- 
land group This Indicated two 
things. The good land was able 
to support more people, which 
resulted in larger average mem¬ 
bership, and providing more in¬ 
come, which resulted in larger 
per-capita contributions The les¬ 
son for the rural church Is clear 
Communities which permit the 
productivity capacity of their 
land to decline can expect the 
membership of churches and the 
per-capita contributions to de¬ 
cline

What is the relationship be¬ 
tween the rural church and the 
kind of land in the community 
it serves? Is the condition of the 
land reflected in the number of 
church members, the number of 
services held, the regularity with 
which the members attend the 
services, and the amount of their 
contributions? 

A survey of 155 rural Metho¬ 
dist churches in the South Caro¬ 
lina Conference, located in the 
Piedmont or hilly section of the 
state, indicates that the answer 
is yes. It shows that the produc¬ 
tivity of .the land is a good ba¬ 
rometer of the prosperity of the 
church and the extent to which 
members of the church take 
part in the various phases of its 
program. 

Rev. E. H Coale. Methodist 
missionary on sabbatical leave 
from his post in Africa, made 
the survey to determine what 
benefits might result from a soil 
conservation program in connec¬ 
tion with his work in the Rural 
Training Center at Asaba. Ni¬ 
geria. At the same time he 
worked with Soil Conservation 
Service employees on farms, and 
studied principles of soil and 
water conservation as applied in 
soil conservation districts In the 
Southeastern Region. 

Mr. Coale returned to his post 
in Nigeria convinced that he has 
the basis for a sounder approach 
to the interrelated problems of 
the physical and spiritual wel¬ 
fare of his primitive agricultural 
flock But the results of his sur¬ 
vey—a scientific analysis of the 
financial condition of the 153 
churches in comparison with the 
condition of the land in their lo¬ 
cal communities—may be much 
more far-reaching than he anti¬ 
cipated For the survey presents 
the most accurate and compre¬ 
hensive information available >n 
the relationship of the land and I 
• . ran] church.

Because everybody likes to eat 
strawberries, combined with the 
fact that strawberries have al¬ 
ways sold at a fair price as com¬ 
pared with other farm products 
farm 

growing a 


many farm families have con¬ 
sidered growing a commercial 
patch of strawberries as a cash 
crop. 

When strawberries are planted 
on good tobacco land and properly 
cared for, the returns are smiliar 
to those from tobacco. 

VARIETIES 

Waricmr.re and Tennessee Bea¬ 
uty varieties are recommended 
for home planting and commer¬ 
cial sales in Kentucky. Both var¬ 
ieties are excellent for fresh use. 
procesing or freezing, and both 
yield well. Tennessee Beauty has 
the advantage of blooming a week 
later than Blakemere, and thus 
it may avoid injury some years 
from a late spring frost. 

Land Selection and Preparation 

Land on which good tobacco 
or corn was grown the previous 
year makes an excellent straw¬ 
berry field because much fertil¬ 
ity is already there and the weeds 
have been kept under control. 
Pasture or sod land can be used 
if treated with chlordane to con¬ 
trol grub worm. 

New ground is excellent for 
weed control and if properly fer¬ 
tilized it will make a high yield 
of berries. The soil acidic should 
be between 5.5 and 6.5. If you 
are in doubt, have a soil test 
made. 

In preparing the land, it should 
be broken in late fall or very- 
early spring and thoroughly wor¬ 
ked down. Some harrowing may¬ 
be necessary just before planting 
time. If the land is sloping the row* 
should be planted on the contour. 

FERTILIZING THE FIRST YEAR 

Like all other crops, strawber¬ 
ries produce more on fertile gro¬ 
und than on poor ground. A sound 
basis for fertilizing is to have a 
soil test made. If a test is not 
made the soil fertility should be 
the same as for the growing of 
tobacco. 

During the first year use a com¬ 
plete fertilizer, such as 600 to 
800 pounds of a 5-10-10 fertil¬ 
izer per acre, applied broadcast 
or with a drill in advance of set¬ 
ting the plants. 

CHLORDANE 

Chlordane is a poison used to 
control ants, white grub and other 
enemies that kill strawberries. 
Tests have shown that it is im- 
posible to keep a stand and good 
growth without the use of chlor¬ 
dane. Use 20 pounds of 50% chl¬ 
ordane to each acre, five pounds 
for each one fourth acre or 1,000 
plants. Mix the chlordane on a 
floor or boards etc in the open 
mixing well with a shovel. Broad- 
cost the fertilizer after mixing

$5*4 Million Spent 
For Transportation 
Of Students In ’54 

FRANKFORT, Ky.. May 2— 
Kentucky’s school districts spent 
$5,652,502.25 on public school 
transportation during the 1953- 
54 school year, a figure which 
amounted to 8 95 percent of the 
total current expenses for the 
district, State Supt. of Public 
Instruction Wendell P. Butler 
reported today. 

Transportation programs were 
maintained by each of the 120 
county school districts and 51 of 
the 10 3 independent districts. 
County districts spent $5,456,238 
and independent districts $196,- 
264 25 for transportation. 

The report, based on a study 
by John L. Vickers, director of 
pupil transportation, showed that 
an average of 252,189 pupils, or 
43 percent of the number in av¬ 
erage attendance, were transport¬ 
ed daily, with 3,078 vehicles be¬ 
ing used. Total daily mileage 
was 162,032. 

County districts carried 243.968 
pupils a total of 159,242 miles, 
using 3,005 vehicles, while inde¬ 
pendent district transported 8.221 
pupils in 73 vehicles for a total 
of 2,790 miles. 

Amounts spent by districts in 
Elliott county for school trans¬ 
portation last year were $22,- 
748.06 


Barkley Will Not 
Take Part In The 
Primary Election 

FRANKFORT, Ky., April 23- 
Highway contracts executed last 
year for Morgan County totaled 
$235,654.80 for 20 miles of con¬ 
struction and maintenance, ac¬ 
cording to a final tabulation for 
1954 just completed. 

State Highway Commissioner, 
M. W. Tinder reported that con¬ 
tracts for the entire state totaled 
work. Included were grade and 
drain work, surfacing, erosion con¬ 
trol, puling ditches and constr¬ 
uction and maintenenance of bri¬ 
dges and overhead crossings. 

State and Federal Aid projects 
accounted for 1,588 miles of the 
contracts, worth $30,672,265. Rur¬ 
al and secondary highway pro¬ 
jects totaled 637 miles and cost 
$12,178,552. 

Not included in the tabulation 
is work done by the Department 
of Highways’ maintenance crews.
